a pedestal. Various explanations 
have been given of the fact that the 
mSchood of America displays, in a 
greater degree than can be found clse- 
where, a temper of romantic chivalry 
in its relations with the other sex. 
At any rate, it is a fact: and: as 
regards the question of “ equal rights 
and privileges,” the better opinion 
is, we should say, that there is much 
more equality as betwren husband 
and wife in England than’ there is 
in America, * We? regurd a woman's 
moral number as being higher than a 
man’s,” says «n American. in one of 
Mr, Shaw’s plays. Englishmen do so, 
too ; but not to the extent of treating 


women as beings on, ancther, plane. |’; 


It is probably as truc.that American 
women ate spoiled as that English

FOUR WEEKS’ JAIL FOR V.RC.} 
COOLIE. od 


Lhe V.RC., coolie remanded yes- 
terday by Magistrate Lindsell on a 
charge of having stolen a silver 
cigarette case belonging to Mr. H. A. 
Castro during the Interport dance on 
Saturday night, was again before the 
Court this morning.
